(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the 
other party to the marriage and that there are other

6. Power to relax : — Where the Central Government i& 
of opinion ihnt it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the piovisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

7. Saving Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva- 
tions, or re lax a it on of age limit and other concessions re- 
quired to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Sche- 
duled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accor- 
dance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

SR.a 13S,— In exercise of the power* conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and ^ »uperaee- 
lion of the Navy Group ‘C’ (Non-Industnal posts) Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1972, in so far as they relate to the ports of 
Senior Scientific Assistant, Junior Scientific Assistant Grade 
T, Demonstrator /Laboratory Assistant and Laboratory Assis- 
tant (Naval Inspection Organisation), the President thereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit- 
ment to Group ‘C’ (Non-Industrial) Scientific posts in the
